Morrow, May I <£*) — A colorful 
demonstration by hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Moscow's workers and a 
long parade by soldiers, sailors and 
airmen, advised by Generalissimo 
Stalin not to forget for a minute 
"the Intrigues of international re­ 
action which is hatching plans of a 
new war," marked the Soviet Un­ 
ion’s observance of May l>ay today. 
Although the Soviet, leader gave 
first place In hts order of the day 
to "our valiant armed forces," he 
told hie people: 
"There Is no reason to doubt that 
In the future the Soviet Union will 
be true to Its policy — the policy 
of peace and security, the policy of

“Must Guard the Peace" 
Stalin exhorted the Russian armed 
forces to remain strong and Increase 
their effectiveness by lessons learned 
from the war “on the basis of de­

Lenin’s tomb in the Red Square was 
cut a half hour from the regular 
two-hour review.

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REMINISCENCES 
of 
70 Years in Gettysburg 


By DR. HENRY STEWART 
THE TOWN 
For many years It was referred to 
as a static concern—*‘sleepy little 
Dutch town." For IU first 80 years 
it was certainly very slow of growth. 
It may have been "sleepy" but It 
never was Dutch. Exam ination of 
the records will show th a t In the 
pa*t 70 years its progress has really 
been considerable. 
The Commissioner s plot of the 
town of 1841 shows th a t to the ori­ 
ginal as laid out for O eneral Oettys, 
two Rreas had been added—"Tro- 
xell's Addition" (the third squares 
from Chambersburg to High street) 
and the extension from the alley 
south of High street, over B alti­ 
more hill to about the present loca­ 
tion of Breckenridge street. 
When these additions were made, 
I have found nothing, but the U tter 
m ust (It would seem) have been 
made prior to 1800, for the Com­ 
missioners held quit-rents on the 
lots, while they did not on the lots 
of Troxells Addition. The deeds of 
my place throw no light on the 
question

Additions Shown 
T he 
1850 
m ap 
of 
Gettysburg 
(County Hist. Soc.,) and the Hop­ 
kins Map of 1858, show a few very 
slight Increase's In the occupied 
area - a half dozen buildings north 
of the R J I - 
none a t all west of 
(now) West street - a few on York 
street, east of (now) Liberty street 
and only one on Hanover street, - 
a few scattered buildings on B alti­ 
more street out to the Evergreen 
cemetery and on Steinwehr avenue 
only three or four a t its very be­ 
ginning. 
The Lake Atlas of 1872 shows prac­ 
tically po development east and west 
only a very slight’ developm ent of 
the south end of Baltim ore street. 
T h north end shows the greatest 
development, as far as the crest of 
the hill with the elim ination of the 
Mummasburg and H arrisburg road 
forks on Carlisle street. 
This map represents my earliest 
personal knowledge of the town and 
will be referred to later. 
E hr h a rt Development 
This Carlisle street development 
seems to have been started by Prof. 
C. J. Ehrhart. principal of the Pre­ 
paratory departm ent 1885 - 1870. If 
I construe the fragm entary data 
aright, he owned the east side of 
the street from W ater street, to 
Lincoln avenue, and possibly the 
west side between W ater street and 
Stevens street. 
The S tar dc Sentinel, in May, 1868, 
announces his projected improve­ 
m ent-laying 
out 
a 
new 
street 
(W ater,) and intending a second 
(Lincoln avenue) 
and selling lots 
subject to approved building re­ 
strictions - among the purchasers 
were Robert McCurdy, C. H. Buehler 
and Oeorge B. M ontfort 
(The McCurdy lot was the present 
Keith residence - a t th a t time 
was the only one on the West side 
of the square. W hen I first knew It 
it was occupied by an Epping family 
of 
foreign 
extraction, 
and

grounds, extending to W ater street 
were an elaborate ornam ental gar 
den 
surrounded 
by 
a 
box-wood 
hedge. 
(On the east side of the square 
was the E hrhart residence, on the 
site of the present Breidenbaugh 
apartm ents. W hen he bought it, it 
was known as the Vance place, and 
I am told th a t it had earlier been 
a 
McClellan 
property. 
Professor 
Breidenbaugh’s house was built in 
1874 - 1875. 
(North of it was the residence of 
the elder Breidenbaugh, the Rev. 
Edward. I do not know when it was 
built. It appears on the Lake Atlas. 
(The M onfort lot was the present 
Hartley property. Many of you know 
the Col. Buehler house (now Mrs. 
Clyde Berger.) The Baugher house 
also had been then built. These 
three, w ith the Krlse house (now. 
Prof. Saby’s) were the buildings on 
the fourth square.) 
Carlisle street Ordained 
Ll September, 1869, the Council 
ordained Carlisle street, to a width 
of 60 feet, and ordered the “new 
street north of Stevens hall to be 
named Stevens street." W hen the 
nam e was transferred to its present 
location, I have not found. 
In October, 1869, the water and 
gas pipes were laid "out beyond 
Stevens Hall.” All of which, being 
translated means th a t in the 30 
years from 1841 to 1872, the town
